May 2:3. This Morning Sir Fob» Aſhby, 
Sir Ralph Delaval and the Dutch, Joyned 
the General and the Ships wich him, who 
Anchored off La'Hoge ; and there alk. the 


reſt of the French Men of War that were 


drove out of the Race, were cloſe into 
the Shoar, which the Admiral defign'd 
to Burn and Deſtroy, having ordered 
Vice Admiral Rooke with a Detachment 
of ſorre of the Third and Fourth Rates 
ro goin with fix Fire ſhips, and all the 


Pinnaces and Long boats of the Fleet. 


About Six a Clock they were got into 
[the Shore, and our Ships Fired at their 
Ships and Forts that were there, but could 
not ger'inz ſo the Boats atrempted to 
tow in the Fire-ſhips, but finding the buti- 
neſs night be done without burning the 

ire ſhips, che Boats only went in; and 
about Nine a Clock fet on Fire the firſt 
Ship, which was by-ic ſelf, agd ſer on Fire 


4p Five more that Night, which made. 


moſt extraordinary. Bonfire that . ever 
was ſcen, five of them being three Deck'd 
Ships, and it being in the Night, -was 
ſeen to all the Advantage imaginable, the 
Smoak and Fire, together” with 'the Guns 
Firing and Ships Blowing.up, being Pro- 
digious : The Earl of Daxby ſignaliz'd him- 
felf by going in the Headmoſt Boar, and 
going on Board three of. their biggeſt 
Ships and Burning 'them. 


May 24. All this day the Boats continu- 
ed to Burn the French Ships - in the Shore, 
and Burn'd Eight Men.of War more, of 
which there were not above. four ſmall 
Ships of Forty or Fifty Guns, all the reſt 
of a Hundred or Eighty Guns, beſides a 
_ many Merchant Ships and ſmall 
raft, and "their Magazine of Powder 
Blowing up a' Shore, 7 
fo many fine Ships deſtroyed at one time, 
\nor ſo terrible a Light tor People to be- 
Hold on their own Coaſt:. And about 
Twelve a Clock at Noon, the. Vice-Ad- 
- miral with all the Ships and Boats came 
off again into the Fleet, having left all 
the -Enemies' Ships' on a Flame, and a 
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great Army

bur ot that no Certainty. 


The French have loſt Gabaret their Ad- 
miral of the Blew,Ship and all in the Fight 
Burn'd,and 'one Captain' Decombe,who'was 
Captain of the Iuſtriows, a Ship of Seventy 
Guns Burnt: Towrville's Nephew is thoughr 
to be Killed a!ſo; what Damage they im- 

'mediately received in theFight,is not as yer 
known : But upon_ the whole matcer, 
there never was ſo greataVidtory obtained 
at Sea in ſo ſhore a time, and I hope it is 

a prelage for a future Succeſs, |
